Explains Amendments

A vocal and spirited audience 
gathered yesterday to listen to the 
Bt. Hon. Davie Fulton explain the 
proposed amendments to the Can- 
ada Constitution. 

The youthful Minister of Justice 
spoke OS a guest of the Progressive- 
Conservative Club which,- during 
the past week, has -had three 
members of. the Dlefenbaker 
cabinet as- giiest speakers. Ful- 
ton spoke briefly of -the pro- 
gress Canada has already made to- 
wards gaining complete control 
over her .own constitution, and 
then indicated the steps that will 
be taken in the near future. 
IN FULL CONTROL 

After a series of conferences bet- 
ween the provincial attorneys- 
general and representatives of the 
Federal government, "Canada is 
closer today to a position where 
we may acquire full control of 
our own constitution than at any 
time in her history". According to 
Fulton, all that remains now is for 
each of the ten provinces to give 
its approval to the proposed amend- 
ments, and then for the Federal 
government to submit these chan- 
ges to the parliament of the United 
Kingdom. However, the Minister 
said that "if public discussions dis- 
close any weakness, another meet- 
ing of the Attorneys-General of 
the provinces will be held. 

In explaining tho changes, Ful- 
ton mentioned that constitutional 
amendments have been a contro- 
versial subject for many years.

The last attempt in this direction, 
made in 1850, broke up on the 
inability of the provinces and the 
Federal government to agree on 
a division of powers between pro- 
vincial and federal authorities. 
The draft that has recently been 
prepared represents an accomoda- 
tion between those who feel that 
any amendment should have una- 
nimous support of the , provinces 
and those whoffeéllthat^only^'a 



small group of amendments need 
unanimous provincial support. 

Fulton said the Federal govern- 
ment took the view that in certain 
fields, such as education and lan- 
guage, unanimous agreement on 
the part of the provinces would be 
necessary before any amendment 
could be made. 

It has been said tliat "this places 
the. constitution in a straitjacket". 
Fulton stated that in fact the cons- 



titution is in a straitjacket at the 
present time since we have no me- 
thod of bringing about amend- 
ments on these particular subjects. 
At least, this sets up a method 
of amendment. There never have 
been any amendments made in 
these categories without unanim- 
ous provincial support and now 
this would be official, to protect 
the provinces in the future. With

A thlone Stholarships A warded 
For Postgrad Work In Engineering 

Four engioeering students and two graduates of the Faculty of Engineering have been 
awarded Athlone Scholarships. 



Anthony Stirling Maxwell, Ar- 
thur J. Flumpto'n, John Douglas 
Sankey, and John Robert Wearing, 
presently in their final year of En- 
gineering at McGill, received the 
scholarships, along with Ralph F. 
Darlington and Irving Max Nitkin, 
both of whom had already gra- 
duated. 

AWARDED ANNUALLY 

These fellowships arc awarded 
annually by the United Kingdom 
department of Educaton, to enable 
Canadian engineerhig graduates to 
take postgraduate training in the 
United Kingdom. 

The fellowships fall into two 
groups: Group A, available for 
graduates on completion'of à bache- 
lor's 'or higher degree; Group B, 
for engineers' who have already 
spent some time in industry. 

The fellowships provide for a 
period of two years in the United 
IGngdom, of which the first is 
generally spent in an industrial 
apprenticeship — the students 



thus have a chance to learn some- 
thing about the practical problems 
encountered in thebr field, which 
are. not covered In- a university 
course. The second year is spent 
doing postgraduate studies in a 
United Kingdom college or uni- 
versity. 

Tho fellowsliips cover the cost 
of travelling to and from the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, as well as tuition and 
living expenses for two years. 

STUDY METHODS 

Maxwell, now a senior in l^Icch- 
anical Engineering, will spent his 
first year in England with a 
company, and his second at a Uni- 
versity studying production and 
manufacturing methods in Mech- 
anical Engineering. 

Sankey, an Electrical Engineer 
who is a native of St. Catherine's, 
Ontario, will study control engi- 
neering. In îiis second year in En- 
gland, he intends to study at Cam- 
bridge and continue there four 
years for a Ph.D. 



PlumptQn, a Metallurgical En- 
gineer, intends to study in "some 
field" of metallurgical engineering, 
possibly non-ferrous, either at Im- 
perial College or at tlie University 
of Birmingham during his second 
year in England. 

Darlington entered McGill in his 
second year and graduated in 
Mechanical Engineering in 1059. 
lie will study for his master's de- 
gree in control systems for two 
years at Imperial College, Univer- 
sity of London. He is presently 
working at Jarry Hydraulics. 

Wearing and Nitkin were un- 
available for comment at press 
time. 

PROMOTE INTEREST 

The Atlilone Scholarships are 
given annually to promote the in- 
terest of Canadian engineers in 
British industry and products. 

The Scholarship is named after 
the Earl of Athlone, former Go-

Mr. Gross, who graduated from 
McGill University in 1926, was ac- 
tive in the firm of Anglin Norcross 
Limited from that time until he 
went overseas with the Royal Ca- 
nadian Engineers in 1941. In 1943 
he was recalled to Canada to beco- 
me General Manager of Anglin 
Norcross and later President. 
RETIREMENT 
On his retirement from that com- 
pany he was appointed President 
of Gypsum, Lime and Alabastinc 
Canada Limited where he scr\'cd 
for the period from 1055-61. 

Professor Bayley, bom in Con- 
gleton, England, was appointed 
Lecturer of History at McGiU in 
1055, Assistant Professor in 1045, 
Associate. Professor in 1040 and 
Professor, in 1059. 

Professor Lloyd, who was born 
in London, England, was Assistant 
Professor at Carlton College, North- 
field, Minn., in 1942, and Assistant 
Professor (194244) and Professor 
(1944-59) at Dartmouth before com- 
ing to McGill. In 1050, he was ap- 
pointed Professor of Geography at 
McGill. 

DEMONSTRATED ECONOMICS 

Professor Woods, born in Weis- 
ford, N.B., received his B.A. at 
U.N.B. in 1930 and his M.A. at .Mc- 
Gill in 1931. He was Demonstrator 
in Economics at McGill in the pe- 
riod 1930-31, an Associate Profes- 
sor at United College in Winnipeg. 

He was appointed Associate I'ro- 
fcssor of Industrial Relations at 
.McGill (1945), Director of the 
School of Commerce ,1940-51), Di- 
rector of the Industrial Relations 
Centre (1949), and Bronfman Pro- 
fessor of Industrial Relations

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Guest Editorial 

ïhe Phantom Nation.

(This is ihe last in a series of articles on separatism hy members 
of the editorial board of Le Carabin, the student newspaper ai 
Laval.) 

MANY NIGHTS ago, well-meaning men dreamt of a Can- 
adian nation. They prophesied with enthusiasm the 
blissful .union of two notional groups living in unity and 
aiming at common goals, in a land of milk and honey. 

One must admit that it was a beautiful dream. But, 
alas, the trouble with dreams is that they seldom come true. 
They are usually generous, full of marvels, charming and 
humanitarian. But they do not generally survive their con- 
frontation with reality. The Canadian dream confirmed this 
low. . 

..So that after one hundred years, the true "Canadian" 
type is still a mere concept. 

The evidence of this affirmation lies as much on the 
emotional level as in everyday facts. When analysing the 
notional process, one has to be beyond a purely rational 
approach. 

Several facts appear like living proofs of the impossibility 
of this ethnic marriage. 

First of all, let's consider the innumerable problems which 
have arisen out of Confederation, Their mere existence, of 
course, is of no avail in demonstrating the phantom status 
of the so-called Canadian nation. Problems confronting a 
country mean nothing but that problems are universal. The 
point is, however, that our main conflicts invariably take 
the form of clashings between our two ethnic groups. Why 
maintain hope in a communion between Anglo and French 
Canadians, when most of their relations consist of a mix-up 
of grievances, pressures and frictions — if not open hostility ? 
In spite of the sincere friendship bonds which unite members 
of both nationalities, the only group thinking of Canada as 
a one-country-nation will always be the economically stronger, 
and, by logical sequence, the more interested in it. 

Another charge against the existence of an authentic 
Canadian nation is the one-sided conception most people 
have of the use of our two official languages. From a well- 
known standpoint, bllingualism is that splendid convention 
by which French-Canadians study and speak the English 
language I If assimilation isjhe price:of Canadian unity, small . 
wonder that the French-Caiiadidns don't feel It's worth the 
price ! 

Yet, one has to be fair and admit that improvements 
have occurred in this particular field. We can see nowadays 
more and more English Canadians trying to understand us 
and speaking French. For instances, Mr. Michael Oliver, Scott 
Symons, and almost a dozen of their compatriots studying 
In the Law Faculty, here In Laval. But these efforts, although 
deserving high esteem, have not hitherto gone past tha indi- 
vidual level. 

Nowhere more than in the national aspirations of both 
groups do we see the difficulties of forging a pure Canadian 
nation. We don't act and think the same way. There Is no 
such thing as a true . national conscience In .Canada. The 
conscription crisis iitahds as the climax of this lack of common 
relations. Most of the English-Canadians ignore our culture, 
and vice-versa. The only thing we know about the other 
group is that It represents a nation absolutely distinct from 
ours. Klistory shows that no dialogue has ever been established 
between nations : we can't cheat History. 

So let's call a spade a spade. We form two nations. In 
these perspectives,' the question is not s "Can we save th« 
unity of the Canadian nation 7", but, "Is it possible for our 
two nations to continue to live together ?" 




Another View On The Question Of Peace 

Dear Mcidam, 

Permit me to comment on "A professor's view on the Question of Peace" which appeared 
In your issue of January 16, 1962. 



Your writer stales very clearly 
that the "pcacè of a free people' 
is based upon the acceptance of 
the rules by the consent of the 
great majority." This kind of 
peace, he goes on to say, "can 
be based either upon general 
agreement or equally well ... 
upon an agreement to disagree." 
Your writer believes that it is 
the absence of such kind of pea- 
ce that plagues the world today. 

No one would gainsay the va- 
lidity of your writer's contentions 
if tiie basic assumption underly- 
ing his argument were likely to 
be fulfilled in a world of mortal 
men. The necessary assumption 
to give validity to the contention 
Is, as I see it, that it is within 
the ability of mortal men to ha- 
ve absolutely complete control 
over their activities so that what 
a giyen Individiial or society does 
will in no way affect others. 

When such d'Etalé of affairs is 
attainable then "agreement to 
disagree" will have a full mean- 
ing which will transcend its nai- 
ve 'verbal meaning. Only then 
would it be realistically meaning- 
ful to "leave you alone in your 
backyard, if you do the same by 
mc." ■ " 

Things, will, however, be ra- 
ther different when even after 
we have very cordially "agreed 
to disagree" man finds himself 
in a cosmos where some of his 
activities arc liable to affect the 
welfare of others both in tempo- 
ral and spaclal order. The prob- 
lem then becomes not the lack of 
agreement to disagree but that 
some of the ways in whicli you 
behave, based on the principle of 
"agreement to disagree", will ha- 
ve some undesirable effects on 
my welfare. 

This being the case, it is a 
misconception on the part of 
your writer to thiiik that the 
"United States and the rest of 
the free world do not care what 
Russians choose to do inside 
Russia." Following your writer's 
argument, this would mean that 
none of us would be justified in 
doing anything to stop the Rus- 
sians from exploding more 100- 
mcgaton bombs as long as they 
do it within Russia. 

If we all agree to disagree, the 
Russians have every right to de- 
tonate any number of bombs of 
any magnitude without any con- 
demnation from the rest of the 
world, so long as this is done 
within Russia. What is more, we 
will have ."peace of a free peo- 
ple". Of course, one then wonders 
how the prlndple of "live and 
let live" is being fulfilled in ac- 
utalilyAwhlle the effect lof the 
fall-butYcannot be. restricted . to 
. the Russians.: - ' 

This example of the fall-out 
has been cited to underscore the 
mutual interaction among man's 
activities. The fall out from the 
actions of one society to another 
goes beyond the scope of bombs. 
It becomes all the more crucial 
when the success of one party 
depends on the failure of one 
other, particularly when the si- 
tuation comes lo .that of wolves 
and sheep debating on a resolu- 
tion that all become vegetarians. 

In such a case, it is almost Im- 
possible for a pacifist approach 
on the part of the sheep to solve 
the problem; neither would arbi- 
tration by a third party be likely 
to offer a solution satisfactory to 
all. But the world situation is not 
as bad as that. There is wide 
room for compromise. 

However, the weakness of a 
compromise is that it means some 
loss to the extent that it falls 
short of the objectives of both 
parties. Hence it tjeiids to be less 
acceptable unless itis non-accept- 



ance would mean a greater loss 
than that accruing from accept- 
ing it. 

This is where th; world go- 
vernment would come in to faci- 
litate the reaching of a compro- 
mise on other grounds than the 
mere 'm i 1 i t a r y : or political 
strength of the parties concerned. 
But that is not all; a compromise 
being rather distasteful, it may 
be necessary to use coercive 
means to implement -the provi- 
sions of a compromise in order 
to avert a greater loss of welfare 
which may result from failure to 
reach any compromise. 

One may agree with your wri- 
ter that "neither world govern- 
ment nor yet pacifism furnish a 



solution to our present crises". 
However, one hopes your writer 
by this statement is in no way 
ruling out a possibility of mini- 
mizing the crisis or increasing 
the possibility of a solutions. 

In no country , has the police 
force .succeeded in eradicating 
crime completely; but there is 
every' reason to suppose that 
without a police force, the num- 
ber of crimes would be much 
more than they otherwise are. 
The n u m b e r of crimes is cut 
down, not simply because there 
exists a policing force, .but. also- 
because behind the policemen 
there is the electric chair."'*

Traffic Fines At UBC 
Settled 'On Tlie Side' 

VANCOUVER (CUP) - Faculty members at the University 
of British Columbia have settled their campus traffic fines " on 
the side" according to the Ubyssey. 



The charge was laid January IL 
Buildings and Grounds superin- 
tendent Tom Hughes had been 
granting appeals before the facul- 
ty members involved came to the 
traffic conviction appeal commis- 
sion, reported the paper. 

Dr. Malcolm McGregor, vice- 
chairman of the campus parking 
committee, admitted that Hughes 
"might have" settled campus traf- 
fic appeals on his own. He contend- 
ed that this docs not mean the af- 
fair Is "off-colour". 

McGregor said the appeal board 
is set up at the discretion of the 
parking committee and has had as 
few as two members grant "ob- 
vious appeals". 

FIVE APPEALS 

A November appeal docket 
showed five appeals, "allowed by 
Mr. T. Hughes." Not all of the ap- 
peals were faculty members, but 
none were students. 

Law undergraduate Society Pre- 
sident Charles MacLcan charged at 
a student council, meeting earlier 
in the week that tlio* campus traf- 
fic conviction appeal system had 
completely broken down. 

McGregor said If Hughes acted 
on his own it was only because the 
appeals were so obvious they need- 
ed no consultation. He reported 
that Hughes has decided appeals 
to be granted by the chairman of 
the parking committcc'He said as 
head of buildings and grounds, Hu- 
ghes^haS'Jnsight into parking con- 
ditions" that might determine un- 
fair convictions. 

NO, PREFERENCE 

McGregor emphasized the park- 



ing committee is not giving pre* 
ferential treatment to faculty mem- 
hers. 

"On the contrary, we have rather 
been tougher with faculty mem- 
Ircrs because we expect more res- 
ponsibility on their part". 

"Hughes," he asserted, "has 
granted dozens of appeals to stu- 
dents".
